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While there has been consid- 
erable expansion of institutions 
conducted by Religious Com- 
munities in our diocese, the 
present study is confined, for 
obvious reasons, to strictly. dio- 
cesan and parochial building 
projects undertaken or com- 
pleted during the past ten years, 
especially since 1947 when con- 
ditions had begun to favor such 
ventures, 


It is important that the facts 


be made known to the diocese 
as a whole. Only thus can both 
clergy and laity focus their at- 
tention on certain needs, prob- 
lems, interests and obligations 
which they have in common. 
Certainly, also, there is encour- 
agement to be found in the im- 
pressive record of achievement 
which this report reveals; and 
there is much practical advan- 
tage in having before us a pic- 
ture which indicates so clearly 
the work that must yet be done 
in the light of future needs. 


These purposes-have prompt- 
ed me to prepare this statement. 
They will be realized if you will 
read and reflect upon the facts 
presented and stand ready to 
take the action required. I pay 
you the compliment of assum- 
ing that you will do so.

undertaken or completed during the past decade. Notable among 
these is our Minor Seminary, dedicated to Our Lady, on the 
shores of Lake Wawasee. Archbishop Noll, realizing our need of 
an institution to educate our students during the first years of 
their preparation for the Holy Priesthood, acquired the property, 
planned the necessary renovation and the additional units and 
placed the Seminary under the direction of the Crosier Fathers. 
A little later work was begun on the Chancery Building, the 
McDougall Memorial Chapel and the extensive renovation of 
the Cathedral. These buildings stand together, an imposing group, 
‘on Cathedral Square in downtown Fort. Wayne. On the grounds 
‘of St. Vincent Villa, our diocesan orphanage, three new buildings 
were erected. The total cost of all these buildings was 
$2,842 844.83, 


Turning now to. parochial projects we must consider first 
the growing need of elementary schools and our efforts to build 
them. We find in the period following 1947 that 32 parishes have 
begun or completed grade schools, providing 340 additional rooms 
at a cost of $7,171,838.82. Where there are schools there must 
be homes for teaching Sisters. During the years covered in this 
report a total of 26 convents were purchased or constructed at 
a cost of $1,678,182.96. : : 


Although we have not yet made adequate provision for our 
high school students, the report shows that we have tried. A new 
high school, dedicated to St. Joseph, was completed in South 
Bend and considerable enlargement of existing facilities was 
made in Fort Wayne, Hammond and Michigan City. The total 
cost of these projects was $3,497,211.72. 


The need of new parish churches has inevitably kept pace 
with other building programs, since the parish church is always 
the center of Catholic life. Since 1947 we have built 20 new 
churches at a cost of $7,368,286.70. And where there are new 
churches there must often be new rectories. It is interesting to 
compare at this point (see figures above) the.number of convents 
and rectories and their respective costs. There have been 25 
new rectories at a total cost of $1,356,581.74. 


One of the major difficulties in compiling this report is the 
fact that in most of the new parishes a total of 13 combination 
buildings have been constructed for reasons of economy. Most of 
these comprise churches and schools; some of them include alSo 
convents and halls. It is practically impossible to break down 
specific costs of separate units in one and the same building. 
Hence we give here simply the total cost of these combination 
buildings as such, It is $5,685,811.13. . 


Our report would be incomplete if it were concerned only 
with new buildings. Older buildings call for remodeling and en- 
largement, especially in parishes with growing membership, Dur- 
ing the past ten years a total of 26 such projects were completed 
at a cost of $1,660,924.26. Social and recreational centers also 
have been built in eight parishes at a cost of $884,750.85. 

If you care to go back over this list you will see how we 
arrive at the figures in the headline: 159 buildings for 
$28,609,221.29. This sum represents private gifts of varying

Despite this 
fact we are proceeding at this moment with organized campaigns 
in Gary and Fort Wayne where new high schools will be built 
as soon as possible; and we have purchased real estate in the 
south Hammond area for the same purpose. Meanwhile the 
needs of other sections of the diocese are not being overlooked, 


It is our hope, in fact, as we approach the 100th anniversary 
of the establishment of the Diocese of Fort Wayne in September 
1957, that we shall have then approached also the goal we now 
aim at: adequate provisions for ALL the needs of ALL our people. 
We have mentioned only some here, but we must-think and pray

THE PRELATE’S views were 
contained in a front-page editorial 
he wrote in the Catholic Standard 
and Times, newspaper of the 
Philadelphia Archdiocese. He 
criticized propaganda for federal 
aid as containing “broad state- 
ments which are misleading if not 
downright dishonest.” 


The Archbishop cited the ad- 
ministration’s federal aid program 
of last year which involved a 
three-year expenditure of $7 bil- 
lion. It provided for the construc- 
tion of ,000 classrooms imme-

Catholic Church 


Should Become 


‘Positive Champion Of Family 


New York —(RNS)— The Cath- 
olic Church should become the 
champion of the family the world 
over “in positive rather than neg- 
ative terms,” it was urged here. 


THE RECOMMENDATION was. 


One of a series incorporated in a 
“management audit” of the 
Church made by the American In- 
stitute of Management. The audit 
was described as “unrequested, 
unbiased and uncensored.” 

“The Catholic Church,” a sum- 
mary of the audit released here 
stated, “is said never to seek 
ideas, but we venture a sugges- 
tion that could perhaps be a 
contribution te present civiliza- 
tion. 

“The organized world as we 
know it today is built on the past 
strength of the family—not in a 
spirit of nepotism or selfish inter- 
est but more in a manner of true 
Christian living. It is our obser- 

vation that the family as an in- 
stitution is dying on the road 
material progress, and needs a re- 
vival that the Catholic Church 
could give. 

“Not words alone but action. A 
‘family crusade’ by Catholic Ac- 
tion would perhaps do more to 
strengthen the Church as a posi- 
tive measure than all the more 
negative steps against birth con- 


trol or divorce. It would put the 
Church on the offensive in a man- 
ner and in an area that would be 
‘above any criticism from any 
/source, and arouse the support of 
| those of all faiths.” 


Another institute recommenda- 
tion was that the Church “cham- 
pion the oppressed by social re- 
form and attract the great devel- 
oping middle class.”

The findings of the study 
ranged from an optimum excel- 
lence rating of the Church’s 
“social function,” a high rating 
of its “operating efficiency” and 
a defense of Catholic schools to 
a criticism of the Catholic Press 
and charges of “secretiveness” 
in financial matters and “ne- 

' potism,” “intrigue,” and “Latin 
thinking” in the Vatican. 


In evaluating the “social fune 
tion” of the Church, the AIM 
credited an optimum excellence 
rating of 1,000 points. “No other 
organization,” the report stated, 
“over so long a period would rate 
as high in social function, despite 
the blemishes, and few can equal 
the social function of the Church 
as a coos day matter. Certainly 
no other religious society attempts 
such broad services both to its 
members and the community .. .” 
This function, the report contin- 
ued, “almost defies comprehen- 
sion.” Under the term “social func. 
tion,” the AIM considered educa 
tional and cultural contributions 
made in the course of 19 centuries. 

The report also offered 32 
ints which management can 
earn from a study of the Church 
“the value of wide 
spread diversification to a continu 
ing enterprise, coupled with the 
need for autonomous controls ge 
ographically.”

Its first two units, of 150,000 
kilowatts each, are scheduled for addition to 
the Company lines in December, 1957, and 
August, 1958, respectively.
